Stays At Home 


The United Nations bore with fortitude 
Premier Khrushchev’s decision to pass up the 
reopening of thfc General Assembly. 
With the 
Congolese mess still unresolved—to put it mildly 
— the world organization will have confusion 
enough without more of Khrushchev's personal 
contributions to chaos. 


By leaving that honor to Foreign Minister 
Gromyko. 
Khrushchev 
probably has relieved 
Washington. 
The presence of the Soviet Pre­ 
mier in New York could have been awkward. 
for it might have seemed that Khrushchev was 
seeking a meeting with President Kennedy for 
which the President has no desire at this time. 
Khrushchev was, of course, motivated by 
no desire to spare embarrassment for either the 
UN or the Kennedy administration 
More likely 
he wished to avoid both over-exposure in the UN 
Assembly and the possibility of a snub by the 
President 
The Soviet Premier is as hostile as ever 
toward Hag Hammarsktold 
And judging by the 
Soviet press, he appears to be running out of 
patience with Mr. Kennedy, especially since the 
President refuses to be impressed by tough talk 
from Moscow. 


On these and other matters. Khrushchev 
apparently feels that at this juncture his senti­ 
ments can better be conveyed by bis foreign 
minister. 
Although 
Gromyko 
is

plished obstructionist in his own right, neither 
he nor any other substitute coulc match the 
master.
